New sign ordinances 
are designed to be 
explicit, user friendly 


Proposed rules are 
'a good first step'

The city, county and 
Anderson County Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce worked 
together to draft new 
sign ordinances designed 
to be more explicit and 
easier to follow 

The sign ordinance 
draft was presented at 
an Anderson County Fis¬ 
cal Court meeting Tues¬ 
day of last week. 

The new proposed 
sign ordinances outline 
each sign and gives a 
glossary of definitions 
for popular signage from 
an abandoned sign to a 
window sign. 

Some of the changes 
include diagrams of the 
general sign regulations, 
including the required 
minimum of a 10-foot 
setback of signs from 


the setback of the pub¬ 
lic right-of way, and out¬ 
lines the regulations on 
billboard signage. 

“The new sign ordi¬ 
nances are a huge 
improvement over what 
we had,” said Anderson 
County Attorney Bobbi 
Jo Lewis. “It’s a good 
start.” 

Magistrate David 
Ruggles voiced his con¬ 
cerns about the Blue 
Grass Parkway becom¬ 
ing far too cluttered with 
billboard signs. 

The new sign ordi¬ 
nances will limit the 
number of billboard 
signs along U.S. 127 high¬ 
way/the Blue Grass 
Parkway interchange 
area and the exit 48 along 
the Blue Grass Park¬ 
way interchange area 
to have a total of eight 
signs, four billboards to 
be located north of Blue 
Grass Parkway and four

Is the T.B. Ripy mansion haunted? 


Ghost tour opening in August explores 


Waldridge has been 
investigating the 
paranormal for 14 years

Jeff Waldridge, paranor¬ 
mal investigator and owner 
of the Lawrenceburg Ghost 
Walk, says benevolent spirits 
attached to the house, possibly 
even Thomas B. Ripy himself, 
haunts the Ripya mansion. 

Waldridge, a lifelong Law¬ 
renceburg resident, has been 
working on the Lawrenceburg 
Ghost Walk for about 3 years, 
compiling research through 
microfilm at the Anderson 


Public Library, Kentucky His¬ 
torical Society documents and 
The Anderson News clippings 
from the 1900s. 

The end product fuses his¬ 
tory with the paranormal to 
give tourists a memorable 
experience. 

“It was like unlocking histo¬ 
ry,” said Waldridge. “People are 
fascinated by death. I think 
people are drawn to the para¬ 
normal because they want 
to know what happens after 
death.” 

The tour will start at the 
T.B. Ripy House, built in 1888, 
the Dowling House, built in 
1886 and home to bourbon 
distiller John Dowling, the TJ 
Ballard Drug Store, reported¬ 
ly the longest running busi¬ 


ness in Lawrenceburg located 
at the corner of Woodford 
and South Main Street, The 
Anderson County Courthouse, 
originally constructed in 1830, 
and the Lawrenceburg Hotel 
which used to house patrons 
who traveled on the railroad. 

Waldridge has been inves¬ 
tigating the paranormal for 
about 14 years. He said he’s 
always been intrigued by 
ghost stories even at a young 
age. 

His first paranormal expe¬ 
rience was at the age of 15 
while helping out at a haunt¬ 
ed house at the old hotel on 
Court Street. Waldridge said 
he heard the unmistakable 
sound of hard-soled shoes on 
the staircase.

He said he was mentored 
by Patti Starr, a certified ghost 
hunter based out of Lexing¬ 


ton with more than 30 years 
of experience. Some of the 
sites Waldridge has investi¬ 
gated include the historic 
Perryville Battlefield, the site 
of a Civil War battle, which 
according to the park’s Web 
site, left more than 7,600 sol¬ 
diers killed, wounded or miss¬ 
ing, the Waverly Sanatorium 
in Louisville and the Trans- 
Allegheny Lunatic Asylum in 
Weston, W. Va. 

“Ghost hunting is like fish¬ 
ing sometimes you sit there 
for eight hours with no activ¬ 
ity,” Waldridge said. “It takes 
awhile for the spirits to warm 
up to you. I try not to talk tc 
them like they are dead. They

Affordable Care Act has not replaced the need for the free clinic 


Volunteers make 
the wheels turn

Kim Brown is not one to 
look a gift horse in the mouth. 

A couple of years ago, 
the 57-year-old diabetic was 
between a rock and a hard 
place. She needed frequent 
blood tests to get medication 
but couldn’t afford the tests 
that cost around $1,500 per 
month. 

Her health had deteriorat¬ 
ed to the point that she was in 
constant pain. 


While reading The Ander¬ 
son News one day, she found 
information about what 
would become her salvation 
- the Anderson County Com¬ 
munity Medical Clinic, a free 
service to qualifying patients. 

“I have a 15-year-old son 
and I wanted to spend the rest 
of my life with him,” Brown 
said. “Until I started going to 
the clinic, I didn’t know how 
much I could manage this and 
how much better I would feel. 
I think the free clinic saved 
my life.” 

Brown’s story has become a 
common tale for people with 
ongoing medical needs. 

As a substitute teacher, 


Brown did not have employer- 
provided insurance. She’d car¬ 
ried private insurance in the 
past and missed the deadline 
to apply for health insurance 
under the Affordable Care 
Act while she was considering 
private plans again. 

Her application for private 
insurance will not go into 
effect until January. Mean¬ 
while, she qualified to be seen 
at the Clinic and the results 
have been remarkable. 

“I only have to go every 6 
months now,” she said. “A year 
and half ago, my blood sugar 
level was 520. The doctor at 
the free clinic told me I was

Springate is appointed to fill 
empty district judge seat 


She is the first 
from Anderson 
County in 30 years

Betty Springate of 
Lawrenceburg was 
appointed to Division I 
district court judge for 
the 53rd District court, 
serving Anderson, Shel¬ 
by and Spencer counties, 
Monday of last week. 

Springate’s appoint¬ 
ment marks the first 
time in 30 years a district 
court judge has resided 
in Anderson County. 


“It’s an honor to serve 
Anderson, Shelby and 
Spencer Counties,” said 
Springate. “It’s an honor 
for Anderson County, for 
even a short period of 
time, to have their own 
judge.” 

She was one of three 
attorneys nominated to 
fill the Division I 53rd 
District court judge 
vacancy after Linda 
Armstrong retired in 
March. The other nomi¬ 
nees were Robert M. 
Coots and Ruth Ann Hol- 
lan, both of Taylorsville. 

Prior to Springate’s 
appointment, Donna 
Dutton, Division I dis¬ 
trict court judge for 


the 53rd District Court, 
served both divisions. 

“We desperately need¬ 
ed help,” said Dutton. 

Dutton said the case¬ 
load is so great that two 
judges are necessary. 

“This is ranked the 
13th largest district in 
the state,” Dutton said. 

Springate has served 
as assistant county attor¬ 
ney and county attorney 
for Anderson County. 
She received a juris doc¬ 
tor from the University 
of Baltimore School of 
Law. 

Springate will serve as 
Division I district court 
judge until a new judge is 
elected in January.

100 points away from going 
into a diabetic coma. They 
offered to buy my medicine 
but I can buy my own medi¬ 
cine. I thank God for them. 
They have truly been a life- 
saver. It’s just a wonderful, 
what they do.” 

The Clinic has undergone a 
few changes this year. 

In February, Dr. Kenneth 
Hines moved on after helping 
get the clinic started in 2012 
then serving as medical direc¬ 
tor. Hines was a rock, serving 
approximately 200 patients 
and volunteering every Tues¬ 
day, except during holidays 
“and ice storms,” according to 
Clinic board member Carol 
Stewart, who also served as 


acting director after Hines 
left. 

Dr. Michele Welling is cur¬ 
rently the doctor on staff. 

Patients are screened and 
referred to the clinic through 
the Anderson County Health 
Department. To qualify, one 
must be an Anderson County 
Kentucky resident, 18 years of 
age or older, have been diag¬ 
nosed with a chronic illness 
and have no insurance. 

Potential patients can call 
the Health Department at 
502.839.4551 to be screened 
and given an appointment. No 
walk-ins are accepted. 

The Clinic is open the sec¬ 
ond and fourth Tuesdays of 
each month. 

All staff, including Welling, 
are volunteers. Volunteers are 
still needed for the following 
positions - medical care pro¬ 
viders, nursing care providers

may not know they 
are dead, and you don’t 
want to be the one to tell 
them.” 

Waldridge first start¬ 
ed investigating the 
Ripy mansion in 2012. 
The mansion was home 
to Thomas B. Ripy, who 
became one of the larg¬ 
est independent bour¬ 
bon distillers, and his 10 
children. Ripy became 
a distiller at the age of 
21, following in the foot¬ 
steps of his father. Ripy 
died in 1902, but Wal¬ 
dridge said he believes 
he recorded his voice in 
an EVP recording session 
at the home. 

He asked the spirits a 
series of questions. “Who 
built this house?” which 
was reportedly respond¬ 
ed with “I did.” Wal¬ 
dridge also asked what 
he wanted the new own¬ 
ers to do with the house, 
which was reportedly 
responded with “fix it.” 

Waldridge also said 
he’s taken pictures in the 
home, one of which he 
said has an unexplain¬ 
able image of a man. 

George Geoghegan, 
owner of the T.B. Ripy 
mansion, is an ancestor 
of Thomas B. Ripy. His 
grandfather William 
Richard Ripy was the 
youngest boy of Ripy’s 
10 children. 

Geoghegan said he 
can recall playing there 
as child, taking school¬ 
mates through the tower 
and sliding down the 
long staircase banister. 



His grandfather moved 
back to the home the 
late 20s and would pick 
up Geoghegan a couple 
nights a week for a for-

Despite this, Geoghe¬ 
gan said he has nothing 
but warm feelings and 
memories of the home. 

“I never feel fearful 
when I walk into the 
house,” Geoghegan said. 

As far as the Ripy 
home being highlighted 
in the Lawrenceburg 
Ghost Tour, Geoghegan 
said he’s excited about 
the possibilities for tour¬ 
ism. He hopes to one day 
perhaps find a way to 
turn the home into a bed 
and breakfast and recep¬ 
tion center.

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Outlet mall opening is 
just a few weeks away 


Retailers are on site 
working on stores

By the time the Outlet 
Shoppes of the Bluegrass 
opens July 30-31, it will 
have been more than 3 
years in the making. 

But now, just 33 days 
from the VIP opening 
much of the exterior 
work is finished and the 
construction crews have 
turned their attention to 
more detailed work. 

The 364,000-square- 
foot retail center being 
built by Horizon Group 
Properties, in conjunc¬ 
tion with CBL Properties, 
that occupies about 50 
acres in Simpsonville at 
the intersection of inter¬ 
state 64 and Buck Creek 
Road is the only one of 
its kind in the state, and 
the predications from 
the beginning have been 
that it will attract shop¬ 
pers and tourists from 
far outside of the Metro 
Louisville area. 

While it appears like 
there is more work than 
time left, Horizon Vice 
Pres. Tom Rumptz, who 


has overseen the con¬ 
struction of the Simpson- 
ville mall, said it remains 
right on schedule. 

Over the past few 
weeks, landscaping and 
trees are being installed, 
the parking lots paved 
and striped with lighting 
installed and a signifi¬ 
cant amount of exterior 
finishing “getting close 
to completion,” he said. 
“All tenant contractors 
[about 87] are on site per¬ 
forming various stages 
of improvements getting 
ready for the opening at 
the end of July.” 

The outlet mall serves 
as a shell, allowing each 
of the individual retail¬ 
ers to complete the con¬ 
struction and design 
of the interiors of each 
store. 

The center has started 
to display some signage 
as well, with the Outlet 
Shoppes emblazoned on 
a few of the entrances, 
and this week the Nike 
swoosh went up in sev¬ 
eral areas, including on 
one of the tall spires 
[built to resemble the 
Twin Spires of Churchill 
Downs]. 

Jennifer Humphrey, 
a Simpsonville resi¬ 


dent and new assistant 
manager at for the 
Eddie Bauer store, said 
her group hasn’t gotten 
inside the mall yet, but 
they plan to be in by the 
middle of July to have 
the store set up. 

“It’s still in the con¬ 
struction phase right 
now,” she said, although 
not sure if it was the 
Eddie Bauer group or 
still the mall developers. 
“But we’re really excited 
to get in there and get 
started.” 

Humphrey, who said 
she lives near the devel¬ 
opment, has watched it 
grow from the begin¬ 
ning, and her excitement 
hasn’t waned. 

“I think it looks really 
nice, it’s in a great loca¬ 
tion and it’s going to do 
well,” she said. 

Through job fairs 
and other opportunities, 
Humphrey said she has 
met a few other store 
managers and assistant 
managers, and she said 
they, too, are excited for 
the new retail center to 
open. 

“We’re very excited 
and very much look¬ 
ing forward to getting 
started,” she said. “I

know some other stores 
I’ve talked to have been 
really excited too.” 

But not all the stores 
have filled all their 
vacancies, she said. 

“We’re going to have 
another open interview 
session on Friday [today] 
from 11 [a.m.] to 1 [p.m.] 
at the Simpsonville Com¬ 
munity Room [at 108 Old 
Veechdale Road by city 
hall] she said. “And we’ll 
be there from ten in the 
morning to five Satur¬ 
day afternoon as well, 
and I know that Gap, 
Inc. will be there too, but 
only from eleven [a.m.] 
to 1 [p.m.].” 

Humphrey said the 
Eddie Bauer store is still 
looking for part time 


help, and interviews 
could be done there on 
the spot. 

“It’s just really excit¬ 
ing to see it come along 
and to think that we’ll be 
in there working soon,” 
she said. “I know I keep 
saying, but we’re just 
really excited.” 

Simpsonville City 
Administrator David 
Eaton said the city has 
been impressed with the 
work. 

“We think it looks 
great and they’ve put in 
a lot of good work,” he 
said. “We’ve started deal¬ 
ing with each individual 
store now, making sure 
they have what they 
need to get stared.” 

And as the stores com¬ 


plete their work, Rumptz 
said the crews will be 
polishing off the finish¬ 
ing touches, no matter 
what the weather or 
issue. 

“Our contractors have 
been laser focused on 
completing in time for 
the opening,” he said. 
“We have been apprecia¬ 
tive of the state and local 
plans reviewers and 
inspectors in being able 
to perform critical ele¬ 
ments keeping everyone 
on schedule.”

Conway appointed 
new members and re¬ 
appointed others in an 
effort to keep the county 
commission alive and, 
hopefully, renew its 
efforts to generate visi¬ 
tor traffic.

Findings highlight health-related issues nationwide 

Many youth are ineligible for military service 


T wo-thirds of U.S. 
youth are unquali¬ 
fied to serve in the 
military, according to the 
Pentagon. 

The top shortcom¬ 
ings that restrict youth 
for being able to serve in 
the military are physi¬ 
cal, behavioral issues, no 
high school diploma, pre¬ 
scription medicine for 
attention-deficit hyper¬ 
activity disorder, tattoos 
and ear gauge pierces. 

“The Defense Depart¬ 
ment estimates 71 per¬ 
cent of the roughly 34 
million 17- to 24-year- 
olds in the U.S. would fail 
to qualify to enlist in the 
military if they tried, a 
figure that doesn’t even 
include those turned 
away for tattoos or other 
cosmetic issues,” Major 
Gen. Allen Batschelet, 
commanding general of 
U.S. Army Recruiting 
Command, was quoted 
as saying in a Wall Street 
Journal story. 

Wow, I can’t be the 
only one that is blown 
away by the fact that 
the majority of Ameri¬ 
can youth are unquali¬ 
fied to serve in the mili¬ 
tary. Look back in almost 
everybody’s family and 
you’ll find that their 
father, grandfather or 
great-grandfather served 


in military. —

ic that just this morn¬ 
ing while watching the 
Today show before jet¬ 
ting off to work, I saw an 
ADHD commercial. The 
commercial boasted this 
particular medicine’s 
usefulness to a teen. 
“Now Mary can do well 
in school,” the mother 
cried in the commercial, 
her face painted with 
pride. 

How many times in 
a day do we all see simi¬ 
lar medication commer¬ 
cials and mentally go 
through the checklist of 
symptoms? I think we’ve 
all talked ourselves into 
thinking we have vari¬ 
ety of illnesses based on 
a commercial’s laundry 
list of symptoms. 

A study released last 
year from the Mayo 
Clinic found that nearly 
70 percent of Americans 
take at least one prescrip¬ 
tion drug, and more than 
half of that 70 percent 


of individuals take two 
prescriptions drugs a day. 

A recent WebMD 
study found that one 
in 10 kids are diagnosed 
with ADHD. 

I think data is scream¬ 
ing that the U.S. is over¬ 
medicated. I can’t be too 
preachy though; looking 
at my medicine cabinet 
I have antihistamines, 
nasal spray and an asth¬ 
ma inhaler I take often 
for allergies. 

I have acid reflex 
pills I take often, and a 
restricted diet of foods 
that my body simply 
cannot process. 

Another health issue 
highlighted in the Wall 
Street Journal article 
that restricts military 
service is obesity. Accord¬ 
ing to the Center for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Preven¬ 
tion, childhood obesity 
has more than doubled 
in children and quadru¬ 
pled in adolescents in the 
past 30 years. 

The Journal of Ameri¬ 
can Medical Associa¬ 
tion study of food por¬ 
tion sizes from 1977-1998 
found the portion sizes 
have increased greatly 
in 20 years, which, in my 
opinion, is part of the 
culprit for the heftiness 
of Americans. 

The study found 


that the size of burgers 
increased by 23 percent 
soft drinks increased by 
53 percent and snacking, 
including crackers, chips 
and pretzels, increased 
by 60 percent over a 20 
year span. 

The eligibility of 
American youth to serve 
in the military just high¬ 
lights the health con¬ 
cerns in American of 
why we are over medi¬ 
cated and over fed. The 
only way this is going to 
get better is if we start 
asking more questions 
about what’s in our food 
and why certain medica¬ 
tions are necessary. 

I think we are moving 
towards accepting less of 
information that’s being 
fed to us and research¬ 
ing on our own about 
what are GMOs and is 
high fructose corn syrup 
really bad for you? 

The public has 
been demanding more 
transparent food label¬ 
ing to make their own 
informed decisions 
about what they want to 
eat. The only way these 
health concerns will get 
better is if the public 
takes more ownership 
of their health. You have 
a right to know what is 
going into your body, and 
don’t think otherwise.

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Prepare for fall garden planting... and try fried some pickles 


Here we are in our 
seventh month and if 
your green thumb has 
worked, as a gardener 
you should be in seventh 
heaven! 

The harvest season is 
on! Thankfully, we have 
more than 14 hours of 
daylight in which to do 
it. 

Those of us who plant 
for the pantry are begin¬ 
ning preparations for 
the fall garden now 

Yes, I know you have 
planted your summer 
garden but it is time to 
plant another one if you 
like peas, broccoli, cauli¬ 
flower and cabbage. 

Start the seeds indoors 
to transplant outdoors 
once they have reached 


a decent size 
or search for 
the plants at 
your garden 
center. 

S o w - 
ing seeds 
outdoors 
for fall 
crops now 
requires you 
to main¬ 
tain moisture in the soil. 
That’s tough to do when 
it’s 90 degrees every day. 

A little shade helps, 
if you can erect some 
temporarily but a light 
covering of straw helps 
as well. 

I would soak the seeds 
in water for a few hours 
before you put them in 
the ground. That helps! 


My green beans are 
coming on like gang- 
busters now but that 
isn’t stopping me from 
planting more! I always 
leave room to plant a last 
row this time of year. 

I go through a lot of 
beans between selling 
them at the stand, can¬ 
ning them for myself 
and supplying my Indi¬ 
ana family. 

I don’t do much deep 
frying, but this time of 
year I usually borrow 
one to use for my beans 
and cucumbers. 

Fried pickles have 
become increasingly 
popular in restaurants.

Managing the Asian tiger mosquito is important, particularly now 


The Asian tiger mosquito 
is a serious nuisance at best 
and a potential public health 
threat at worst. 

This aggressive day-biting 
mosquito prefers mammals, 
such as humans, cats, dogs, 
etc., but will occasionally feed 
on birds. 

It is capable of transmit¬ 
ting 30 viruses and the dog 
heartworm. This accidentally 
introduced species probably 
occurs throughout Kentucky. 

The ATM (Figure 1) can 
carry the chikungunya virus, 
which has been in the news 
lately. 

Cases of this mosquito- 
borne disease have been diag¬ 
nosed in the U.S. in people 


who have been 
in the Caribbean 
recently. 

So far, there 
has been no 
indication that 
transmission has 
occurred yet in 
the U.S.

Breeding Areas and Manage¬ 
ment 

ATM larvae develop in 
water that becomes trapped 
in natural cavities (tree holes, 
etc.) and artificial containers. 

Adults tend to stay with¬ 
in 200 yards of their breed¬ 
ing site so source reduction 
around your property is 
important. Small accumula¬ 
tions of water (as little as 1/4 
inch) are enough to produce 
several adults in just over a 
week. 

Discarded tires are a com¬ 
mon breeding site but crushed 
aluminum drink cans are suit¬ 
able, too. 

Eliminate standing water.

Change pet watering dishes, 
dump overflow dishes for pot¬ 
ted plants and change bird 
bath water frequently. 

Do not allow water to accu¬ 
mulate in tires, flower pots, 


buckets, rain barrels, gutters, 
etc. 

Use personal protection to 
avoid mosquito bites. Wearing 
loose-fitting clothing that cov¬ 
ers most of the skin and using 
insect repellent, such as DEET, 
picaradin or oil of lemon euca¬ 
lyptus will reduce the num¬ 
ber of bites. 

The ATM can feed anytime 
during the day and usually 
remains outdoors. There are 
distinct peaks of activity in 
early morning and late after¬ 
noon. 

Limiting outdoor activi¬ 
ties during dawn and dusk 
can help to avoid their bites 
if mosquitoes are very abun¬ 
dant.

Faurecia, a France- 
based company with 
more than 350 sites in 34 
countries that employs 
more than 5,500 people 
worldwide, is consid¬ 
ering leasing a facility 
in the Kingbrook Com¬ 
merce Center on U.S. 60 
and Buck Creek Road. 

Faurecia, which 
manufactures interior 
and exterior automotive 
parts, is number one in 
the world for interior 
and emission control 
technology, manufac¬ 
turing parts for numer¬ 
ous vehicle corporations 
such as BMW, Volkswa¬ 
gen, Toyota and Ford, 
among many others. 

Faurecia already 
has two locations in 
Louisville one on Stan¬

Trail and a company 
representative has con¬ 
firmed their consider¬ 
ation for a third. 

“I can confirm that we 
are considering explor¬ 
ing the Louisville area 
as a potential site,” said 
Tony Sapienza a media 
representative for Fau¬ 
recia. 

Sapienza said that 
because nothing has 
been finalized yet, the 
company could not offer 
any additional details on 
their plans. 

Libby Adams, execu¬ 
tive director of the Shel¬ 
by County Industrial 
and Development Foun¬ 


dation, also confirmed 
the possibility of a new 
facility but was unwill¬ 
ing to provide further 
details. 

“I understand they got 
a preliminary approval, 
and I have heard that 
they are looking at 
building a facility in the 
Simpsonville area, but 
other than that, I can’t 
comment on that.” 

However, Simpson¬ 
ville city administrator 
David Eaton was willing 
to shine a bit more light 
on the potential facility. 

“It’s in Kingbrook.

It’s 
not a done deal yet, so 
if it works out to bring 
another four-hundred 
jobs to Simpsonville 
and Shelby County, it is 
something that we feel 
very excited about.”

However, Eaton said 
the project has not been 
in the works for very 
long.

Include 'superfood 7 blueberries in your diet with this recipe 


Blueberries are delicious 
and healthy. They are labeled 
a super food because of their 
high antioxidant content, 
fiber and vitamins. 

In the last 5 years, there 
have been reliable studies 
that support the health ben¬ 
efits of blueberries. Citations 
for these studies are avail¬ 
able at the Anderson County 
Extension Office. 

One finding is that blue¬ 
berries can improve memory. 

After 12 weeks of daily 
blueberry consumption, older 
adults showed improvement 
on two different tests of cog¬ 
nitive function, including 
memory. 

Authors of this study sug¬ 
gested that the results indi¬ 
cate that blueberries could 
be beneficial not only for 
improvement of memory 
but also for slowing down or 
postponing the onset of other 
cognitive problems that occur 
with aging. 

Another recent study 
found that blueberries have a 



favorable impact 
on blood sugar 
regulation in 
persons already 
diagnosed with 
type 2 diabetes. 

Coupled with 
physical activity, 
over a 3-month 
period partici¬ 
pants saw signifi¬ 
cant improve- - 

ment in their regulation of 
HgAlC levels after consum¬ 
ing 3 servings daily of low

glycemic (GI) fruits, including 
blueberries. 

Blueberries have about 40 
calories per 1/2 cup serving 
and are brimming with vita¬ 
min C, potassium, and fiber. 
Blueberries are a great source 
of antioxidants. Substances 
blueberries called poly- 


m 


phenols, specifically antho- 
cyanins that give blueberries 
their blue hue, are the major 
contributors to the antioxi¬ 
dant activity of blueberries. 

Blueberries are available in 
Kentucky mid-June through 


July. 

In general, berries should 
be dry, firm, well-shaped and 
eaten within a week after pur¬ 
chase. 

If you can’t eat them that 
soon, remember that berries 
freeze well. The secret to suc¬ 
cessful freezing is to start with 
unwashed and completely dry 
berries before placing them in 
a single layer on a cookie sheet 
in the freezer. 

Once the berries are fro¬ 
zen, transfer them to plastic 
freezer bags or freezer con¬ 
tainers. Frozen berries should 
last approximately 10 months 
to one year. 

Select blueberries that are 
firm, dry, plump, and smooth¬ 
skinned. Stay away from con¬ 
tainers of berries with juice 
stains which might be a sign 
that the berries are crushed 
and possibly moldy. 

Soft, watery fruit means 
the berries are overripe. 

Dehydrated, wrinkled fruit 
means the berries have been 
stored too long. 


Berries should be deep-pur¬ 
ple blue to blue-black. Red¬ 
dish berries aren’t ripe but can 
be used in cooking. 

Wash them just before 
using.

Cake-16 servings 

1 (8 ounce) package fat free cream 
cheese (lower calories than lite or 
regular cream cheese). 

1/2 cup canola oil. 

1 (18 ounce) package yellow butter cake 


mix. 


1 (5 ounce) package instant vanilla pud¬ 

ding mix. 

2 large egg whites (reduces cholesterol 

in cake). 

2 large eggs. 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract. 

2 cups blueberries (can use fresh or 
frozen - don't thaw frozen berries). 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees. 

Lightly spray Bundt pan with non¬ 
stick cooking spray and dust with flour. 

Combine cream cheese and oil in 
medium bowl. Beat with mixer at a high 


speed until smooth and creamy. 

Add cake mix, pudding mix, egg 
whites, eggs and vanilla extract. Beat at 
medium speed until blended. 

Fold in berries.

Kentucky's stance on marriage has changed drastically, God's hasn't 


Last week, federal 
Judge John G. Heyburn II 
struck down as unconsti¬ 
tutional an amendment 


to our state constitution 
that made it illegal for 
Kentucky to recognize 
same-sex marriages or 
perform civil unions. 

The amendment, 
which was approved 
by 75 percent of Ken¬ 
tucky voters in 2006, 
reads, “Only a marriage 
between one man and 
one woman shall be 
valid or recognized as a 
marriage in Kentucky 

A legal status identi¬ 
cal or substantially simi¬ 
lar to that of marriage 
for unmarried individu¬ 
als shall not be valid or 
recognized.” 

This referendum 
might have been 
approved by the major¬ 
ity of Kentucky vot¬ 
ers just 8 years ago but 
that was 8 years ago and 
there have been seismic 


shifts m 
the moral 
landscape 
of our 
nation and 


state since.

ing of gay marriage and 
the homosexual lifestyle. 

I say “accepting” 
rather than “approv¬ 
ing” because, I think this 
growing “tolerance” is 
not so much an approval 
of homosexuality as it 
is a desire to be on the 
“right side of history.” 

The fact that gay mar¬ 
riage has become more 
acceptable is due in no 
small part to Hollywood 
and the media, as well as 
left-leaning politicians, 
Democrat and Repub¬ 
lican alike, who have 


crumbled under the 
pressure of those in their 
party who have assured 
them that not coming 
out in support of homo¬ 
sexuality, in general, and 
gay marriage in particu¬ 
lar will ruin their hopes 
of any lasting careers. 

People like Judge 
Heyburn want to be spo¬ 
ken of positively in the 
media as champions of 
equality, ensuring a posi¬ 
tive nod in their Wikipe¬ 
dia entry. 

With this reality 
looming on the horizon, 
what are those of us who 
believe in God’s irrevoca¬ 
ble standards of human 
sexual ethics in general, 
and covenant marriage 
in particular, to do? 

I have written before 
on the prophetic role of 
the church and the indi¬ 
vidual Christian’s role as 
salt and light (Matthew 
5). 

This role has not 


changed. In fact, it is 
needed just as much now 
as ever. 

We must continue to 
speak loudly, lovingly 
and regularly. Speaking 
loudly, however, is not 
enough to see positive, 
godly change take place. 

We must also live lov¬ 
ingly and consistently, 
even if we are no longer 
taken seriously in the 
public marriage debate. 

We must strive to be 
examples in our own 
marriages of the very 
truth we are promoting. 

Basically, we need to 
live out what we say 
we believe. We need to 
model what God intends 
for marriage to be - one 
man and one woman 
covenanting together 
in a lifelong relation¬ 
ship with the purpose 
of bringing glory to God, 
good to each other and 
human flourishing in 
the world. 


Whatever the form 
marriage might take in 
the eyes of the state, the 
standard of marriage is 
still God’s design as seen 
in His Word (Genesis 2:24; 
Matthew 19:4-6). 

This standard must 
be promoted and prac¬ 
ticed in everyday life. 


This is the most compel¬ 
ling argument that can 
be made for marriage. It 
is one that is practiced 
with honesty and sin¬ 
cerity, although imper¬ 
fectly. 

This is the one that 
is the hardest to argue 
against.

Development around Outlet Shoppes of the Bluegrass has stalled 


Rumors of McDonald's, 
hotels and more have, 
so far, just been rumors

While the Outlet 
Shoppes of the Bluegrass 
has continued to grow 
at the corner of Buck 
Creek and Veechdale 
roads in Simpsonville, 
much of the develop¬ 
ment around the mon¬ 
ster 364,000-square-foot 
retail center seems to 
have stalled. 

While rumors of 
McDonalds, hotels, 
shops, more restaurants 
and even another retail 
giant Ikea constantly 
swirl around Simpson- 


ville’s interstate 64 inter¬ 
change, nothing is pro¬ 
gressing, at least not too 
quickly. 

Out parcel and out- 
lot signs with property 
ready to be developed or 
sold dot the landscape on 
both sides of the inter¬ 
state in Simpsonville. 
There are signs adver¬ 
tising land behind the 
Pilot Truck Stop, across 
Buck Creek Road on the 
east side at the Shelby 
County Flea Market and 
further north on Buck 
Creek Road next to Dairy 
Queen. 

“All we officially 
know about is Culver’s 
and Bob Evans,” Simp¬ 
sonville City Adminis¬ 
trator David Eaton said 
of the two restaurants 
that will be located on 


the outlots of the outlet 
mall’s property. “Until 
they directly contact our 
office, we treat every¬ 
thing as a rumor. And we 
haven’t even been hav¬ 
ing preliminary discus¬ 
sions with anyone.” 

But that doesn’t mean 
things aren’t happening. 

“I do believe we will 
see more [development] 
in the area,” Eaton added. 
“I know they’ve been 
doing some work on the 
10-acre tract there along 
the [eastbound side of 
the] interstate.” 

That property, owned 
by Bob and Carol Wal¬ 
ters, along with two of 
Walters’ sisters that live 
outside the state, is cur¬ 
rently being prepped for 
development, but Wal¬ 
ters said he’s not inter-

After that, the Wal¬ 
ters family later sold 
300 acres for flea market 
and surrounding area, 
and then later sold more 
than 150 acres for the 
Kingbrook Commerce 
Park, the industrial park 
in Simpsonville.

Another property 
that rumors have circu¬ 
lated on is the Trio Prop¬ 
erty directly to the east 
across Buck Creek Road 
from the outlet mall. 

Trio, along with 


Paragon Outlet Part¬ 
ners, originally worked 
to have an outlet mall 
open there as well but 
backed off when Hori¬ 
zon Group Properties, 
which is developing the 
Outlet Shoppes of the 
Bluegrass, received all 
the necessary documen¬ 
tation first. 

Stuart Flowers, the 
manager of Trio Prop¬ 
erty, did not return a call 
from The Sentinel-News 
seeking comment. 

When Flowers last 
spoke to The Sentinel- 
News, he predicted 
that more development 
would come after the 
mall was finished. 

“At some point soon, 
the mall will be what 
it is, and that’s when I 
think you’ll see business¬ 
es start to move in these 
other areas,” he said. “I 
personally have talked 
to several fast-food and 
sit-down restaurants, 
and they are very, very 
interested. I’ve talked 
to hotels, retail, restau¬ 
rants, everything. 

“Some are interested 
in large lots, and others 
want to wait and see. 
There have been a large 
volume of interested 
inquiries, it’s very excit¬ 
ing.”

billboards to be located 
south of the Blue Grass 
Parkway. 

Under the ordinance, 
fiscal court will also 
have the final authority 
related to the establish¬ 
ment and purchase of 
usage of rights, fees, and 
administrative processes 
for billboards. 

The proposed sign 
ordinances clearly out¬ 
line the prohibited sig¬ 
nage which include: 

•All off-premise sig¬ 
nage, including bill¬ 
boards and outdoor 
advertising signs. 

•Signs containing or 
including strobe lights. 

•Signs and sign struc¬ 
tures that advertise 
or identify an ongoing 
business, product, loca¬ 
tion, service or activ¬ 
ity that no longer exists, 
excepting those which 
may have historic sig¬ 
nificance. 

•Signs that resemble, 
or interfere with the 
effectiveness of traffic 


lights, signs and other 
traffic control devices. 

•Signs that obstruct 
the line of sight for 
vehicles or pedestrians 
at public road intersec¬ 
tions. 

•Signs that have strobe 
lights, flash, oscillate, 
rotate, emit smoke, vis¬ 
ible vapors, particles, 
sounds, or orders, includ¬ 
ing open flames. 

•Bench signs. 

•Banners, inflatable, 
portable signs and signs 
o n 
wheels. 

•Tem¬ 
porary 
or per¬ 
manent 
signs 
affixed 

to trees _ 

or other natural veg¬ 
etation , fences, rocks or 
utility poles. 

Renee Evans, admin¬ 
istrator for Anderson 
County Planning and 
Zoning, said they’ve 
been working sign ordi¬ 
nance reform for more 
than two years. 

“The main goal was 
to make the sign ordi¬ 
nances user friendly,” 


said Evans.

Conway said state reg¬ 
ulations mandate tour¬ 
ism commissions must 
have a certain make-up 
to include at least one 
member from the res¬ 
taurant industry, one 
person from the cham¬ 
ber of commerce, two are 
county judge-executive 
appointed and three are 
associated with a local 
motel association. 

“I hope the new com¬ 
mission will have regu¬ 
lar meetings and try 


to promote Anderson 
County,” Conway said. 

He said there are 
many things in Ander¬ 
son County worth pro¬ 
moting beyond the local 
distilleries, including 
the Kentucky River 
bungee jumping and 
Beaver Lake. 

“The city, county, 
tourism commission, 
chamber of commerce 
and economic devel¬ 
opment need to work 
together to promote 
Anderson County for 
the right reasons,” he 
said. 

The new tourism 
commission appoint¬ 
ments were effective as 
of July 1.

Coach Knot No. 1? Really? 

Y ou almost have to 
have a map to tell 
where any college 
is playing these days. 

Obviously I am refer¬ 
ring to the latest big 
shift, the University of 
Louisville to the Atlantic 
Coast Conference. 

Kudos to the Cardi¬ 
nals for a move that, in 
today’s landscape, is bold 
and elevates an already fast-moving 
athletic program into the realm of 
the big boys. 

As if the Cards weren’t already 
big time? Two men’s basketball Final 
Fours and a title, two women’s Final 
Fours, an Orange Bowl, and two Col¬ 
lege World Series in the last eight 
years answered that on the field. 

While the smack talk will still 
be high octane, Kentucky Wildcat 
faithful can’t legitimately throw the 
“weak conference schedule” at Car¬ 
dinal fans. In case you missed it, the 
reigning national football champion 
is Florida State. 

The Seminoles reside in the, ahem, 
Atlantic Coast Conference. 

While there is validity to the 
assumption the Cardinals won’t domi¬ 
nate the ACC like they did the AAC 
for a year, it says here that Louisville 
will be an immediate factor in the 
league football and basketball races. 

Note that I didn’t say I would pick 
the Cards to win either of those titles. 

But the Cards will be in the thick 
of things for both, and more. 

Looks like I am going way out on a 
limb, doesn’t it. 

What has also been impressive 
has been Louisville’s emergence as a 
national brand. The blooming of the 
Cardinal red has been pronounced 
locally and across the state. While it 
would be foolish to say the in-state 
fandom is evenly divided with Ken¬ 
tucky, in Jefferson County the Cards 
now hold the majority and it would 
also be silly to dismiss Louisville’s 
growing statewide fan base as irrel¬ 
evant. 

Five years ago, I would have 
guessed Kentucky holding a 90-10 
fandom advantage locally.

That’s a good move for the Hilltop- 
pers as well, even though I really miss 
the days when Western’s presence 
made the Ohio Valley one of those 
hidden gems in college sports. If you 
ever attended a Western Kentucky- 
Eastern Kentucky game when both 
were in the OVC, you know what I 
mean. 

But times have changed and I 
digress. 

The Hilltoppers were stuck in a 
Sun Belt Conference that, rightly 
or wrongly, rarely got more than its 
automatic bid to the NCAA basket¬ 
ball tournament. Now, that is not

Learning real lessons for real life

Anderson native John 
Updike endured twists 
leading to chosen career

John Updike earned a 
third-place finish in the 
Mid-South Conference 
track meet this spring, 
but that did not warrant a 
mention on his Facebook 
account. 

There was just a photo 
of the Anderson County 
native throwing the discus 
with the caption, “My last 
throw as a Blue Raider.” 

About a week later, how¬ 
ever, Updike posted, “In less 
than six days I will be the 
first person from my fam¬ 
ily to graduate college.” 

That was worth talking 
about. 

He walked across off 
stage at Lindsey Wilson Col¬ 
lege at Columbia, bachelor’s 
degree in Criminal Justice 
in hand and lessons learned 
from being one of the best 
throwers the track and 
field program at Anderson 
County High School has 
ever produced. 

“Most of the time, I hated 
it,” Updike chuckles. “I had 
to do it every day, but track 
taught me discipline.” 

Which should serve 
Updike very well as he pur¬ 
sues a career as a corporate 
attorney and dreams of one 
day being a judge. 

“When I was a kid, I was 
like ever other kid in the 
state. I wanted to play bas¬ 
ketball at UK,” Updike says 
of his lifelong love of the 
Kentucky Wildcats. 

While he did play two 
years of high school basket¬ 
ball, Updike saw his ticket 
to college athletics being in 
track and field, where he 
threw the discus and shot 
for Anderson County. 

It all started with a Field 


Day at Emma B. Ward 
School, which, at the time, 
was located where the 
freshman center at the 
high school is today. Updike 
was in the second grade. 

“I threw the softball and 
the discus,” he smiles. “The 
first time I picked the dis¬ 
cus up, I threw it 49 feet.” 

Ten years later, that had 
improved to over 150 feet 
and had earned Updike 
berths in the state high 
school meet three times. 
“My best throw was 158 
feet, but I scratched,” he 


says, recalling the day 
when a judge ruled he had 
just nicked the foul line. 

It still gnaws at Updike a 
bit four years later, but all 
worked out. 

He got the opportunity 
to attend Lindsey Wilson, 
where it seems like fate 
directed Updike in the 
direction of his chosen 
career. 

On the track, Updike 
gave up the shot put - “I am 
not built for the shot put 
and my shoulder could not 
take it,” Updike says - but 


discovered the hammer 
throw, which is not a part 
of high school competitions. 
Until this year, Updike held 
the school’s indoor ham¬ 
mer throw record. His best 
throw, indoors or outside, 
topped 146 feet. 

Along the way, Updike 
actually ran a cross country 
meet for the Blue Raiders 
and changed his dreams. 

The cross country team 
was short-handed and 
recruited Updike to run 
the 8K race at Shawnee 
State. “I ran it in 42 min¬ 
utes,” Updike smiles. “I was 
the last one to finish, but 
I didn’t quit. I ran the last 
2.5 miles with a stress frac¬ 
ture.” 

It might have been an 
microcosm of Updike’s 
college experience, which 
went from studying to be 
a pharmacist to the path 
toward the legal system. 

“I went to Lindsey Wil¬ 
son mainly because of 
academics,” Updike says. “I 
went there to study phar¬ 
macology. I took every AP 
course in high school to 
study to be a pharmacist.” 

But after one year in 
Columbia, Updike found 
himself without a major 
and almost with a new 
school and new team. 

He says Lindsey Wilson 
dropped its pharmacology 
program, prompting him 
to look elsewhere. 

“I was about to go to 
Eastern (Kentucky Uni¬ 
versity),” he says. “We had 
talked about throwing for 
them.” 

But Updike met Dariann 
Smith, a student at the 
school who would eventu¬ 
ally be named Lindsey Wil¬ 
son Homecoming Queen 
last fall. 

He decided to stay in 
Columbia, changed his 
major and now is awaiting

Make safe boating part of your 
summer outdoors plans 


Boaters should be 
vigilant in crowded 
water conditions

With summer activi¬ 
ties in full swing, Ken¬ 
tucky’s lakes and rivers 
are teeming with boat¬ 
ers enjoying the water. 

Officials with the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources want it to be a 
fun and safe experience 
for everyone. 

“There’s nothing bet¬ 
ter than a day on the 
water,” said Zac Camp¬ 
bell, the department’s 
boating education coor¬ 
dinator. “It’s a great way 
to spend aualitv time 


with your family and 
friends. But a great day 
on the water can turn 
tragic in a matter of sec¬ 
onds. 

“Always be prepared 
with your safety equip¬ 
ment. Have a float plan 
and make sure you’re 
watching out for every¬ 
body on board.” 

Boat operators are 
advised to pay close 
attention to navigation¬ 
al rules and to drive cau¬ 
tiously in crowded areas. 
Scan the water around 
you, looking for swim¬ 
mers, tubers, skiers, per¬ 
sonal watercraft opera¬ 
tors and floating debris. 

“Even if you do every¬ 
thing properly, you still 
have to watch out for 
the other guy,” Campbell 
said. 

July was the leading 


month for boat acci¬ 
dents nationwide last 
year, according to the 
U.S. Coast Guard’s 2013 
Recreational Boating 
Statistics report. 

Operator inattention 
was the top contributing 
factor in boating mis¬ 
haps last year followed 
by improper lookout, 
operator inexperience 
and excessive speed, 
according to the North 
American Safe Boating 
Campaign. Alcohol use 
was the sixth highest 
contributing factor in 
boating accidents across 
the country last year. 

Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife conservation 
officers are working 
to ensure the safety of 
those on the water.

Green River gives sense of history, great fishing

The headwaters 
of Green River above 
Green River Lake 
imprinted historical 
greatness on the descen¬ 
dants of the earliest set¬ 
tlers of the area. 

Capt. Abraham 
Lincoln obtained the 
first recorded land 
grant in what is now 
Casey County with 800 
acres along the Green 
River. His 8-year-old 
son, Thomas, narrowly 
escaped death during 
an Indian ambush that 
killed Capt. Lincoln in 
1786. Without Thomas, 
we would never hear of 
his son Abraham Lin¬ 
coln. 

Col. William Casey 
was one of the first 
explorers of the upper 
Green River region and 
Casey County is named 
for him. His great-grand¬ 
son, Samuel Clemens, is 
known to most by his 
pen name, Mark Twain. 

The pastoral beauty 
of the valley and of the 


river itself is one of the 
most unique landscapes 
in Kentucky. This nearly 
26.5-mile section of the 
Green is also home to a 
healthy population of 
black bass, rock bass and 
channel catfish. 

The river in this 
stretch flows gently at 
normal levels, perfect 
for families. 

The first float begins 
in Liberty at the Old 
Water Plant Access on 
KY 70, just past its junc¬ 
tion with U.S. 127. This 
float ends roughly 3.75 
miles downstream at the 
new KY 70 Bridge. 

Another access exists 
at the Central Kentucky 
Agricultural Expo Cen¬ 
ter that makes a short 
1.25-mile float (or wade) 
from the Old Water 
Plant Access or makes 
a nearly 2.5-mile float 
from the Ag Expo Cen¬ 
ter to the KY 70 Bridge. 

In periods of higher 
flow, paddlers may also 
access the Green on 
Roys Mill Road off KY 
70 and take out at the 
Old Water Plant Access 


for a 3-mile float or just 
over a 4-mile float to the 
Ag Expo Center Access. 

The Green in this 
section is small and inti¬ 
mate and may require 
dragging through shal¬ 
low bars during times 
of low flow. Water wil¬ 
lows line the rock bars 
all along this section of 
the Green. The edges of 
them should be fished 
with green pumpkin- 
colored 1/16-ounce tube 
jigs for both spotted and 
smallmouth bass. 

A blob of night 
crawlers rigged on a 
3/0 circle hook with 
a few pea-sized split 
shot about 18 inches 
above the hook will 
score channel catfish 
throughout this entire 
stretch of Green River. 

The river flows 
through a series of hard 
bends before reaching 
the KY 70 Bridge. The 
outsides of these bends 
are good places to find 
smallmouth bass with a 
3-inch black curly-tailed 
grub. 

The next float 


begins at the KY 70 
Bridge and ends 7.25 
miles downstream at 
the Green River Valley 
Ford Access. Just after 
the put-in, the Green 
bends to the right and 
enters into a fairly deep 
stretch. Any woody 
cover in this deeper 
stretch should be probed 
with a pearl-colored 
soft-plastic jerkbait 
rigged weedless. 

The river flows 
straight for a time 
before a series of tight 
bends. The gravel bars 
that constrict the flow 
and increase speed are 
great places to work the 
tube jig on the bottom 
for smallmouth bass in 
this section. 

The next float begins 
at Green River Valley 
Ford Access and ends 
13.25-miles downstream 
at the KY 206 Bridge at 
Neatsville. This float is 
a test of endurance and 
paddlers should put in 
early and expect to take 
out at dusk in the sum¬ 
mer. 

This stretch holds a 


burgeoning population 
of channel catfish in the 
deeper holes. Undercut 
banks are productive 
channel catfish spots in 
streams during the sum¬ 
mer. Commercial stink 
bait or dip bait present¬ 
ed near the undercut 
bank draws channel 
catfish out from their 
hiding spots. 

After Goose Creek 
enters the river at Dun- 
nville, the Green makes 
a hard left hand bend 
and then straightens. 
Through this stretch, 
making excellent large- 
mouth bass habitat. 

Fisheries biolo¬ 
gists recently sampled 
largemouth bass in the 
4-pound range through 
here. The woody cover 
lining the pools should 
be worked with a 
square-billed, shallow¬ 
running crankbait in 
the fire tiger color. The 
soft-plastic jerkbait 
worked in the same 
areas also draws strikes 
from largemouth bass. 

The mouth of Goose 
Creek is roughly the 


halfway point of this 
float. If you reach this 
point and the day is 
waning, you need to step 
up the paddling pace 
to make the take-out 
before dark. 

The last float of 2.5- 
miles begins at the KY 
206 Bridge and ends at 
the Green River Wild¬ 
life Management Area 
Access. The wetlands 
along the river attract a 
wide variety of water- 
fowl and other bird spe¬ 
cies. 

This is an excellent 
half-day float for bird¬ 
ers or anglers who want 
to take their time. The 
flowing waters above 
and below the large 
island downstream of 
the KY 206 Bridge hold 
smallmouth bass. In 
spring, the lower mile 
of this stretch may hold 
muskellunge venturing 
upstream from Green 
River Lake to spawn. 

Paddlers may spend 
a weekend floating the 
river combined with 
boating on nearby 
Green River Lake.

Conservation officers 
will be on the lookout 
for impaired boaters but 
also checking that boats 
are equipped with the 
required safety equip¬ 
ment. 

“Especially life jack¬ 
ets, which are proven to 
be a vital tool in saving 
lives on the water,” said 
Maj. Shane Carrier, boat¬ 
ing law administrator 
with Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife. 

Before leaving the 
ramp, or dock, check 
that you have the fol¬ 
lowing: 

* Registration num¬ 
bers and decals properly 
displayed 

* Registration receipt 

* Wearable life jackets 
for each person on board 
(children under the age 
of 12 must wear a life 


jacket in the open part of 
a boat that is underway) 

* Throwable flotation 
device 

* Fire extinguisher 

* Horn or whistle 

* Lights (red, green 
and 360-degree white 
lights) 

All boats must dis¬ 
play the proper naviga¬ 
tion lights when under¬ 
way between sunset and 
sunrise. The 360-degree 
white light must be dis¬ 
played at all times when 
anchored during this 
period. 

“As the operator 
you’re responsible for 
everybody’s safety on 
board, including your 
own,” Campbell said. 
“Be careful. Be attentive. 
Don’t be a distracted 
operator.” 

Statistics show that 
people who have taken 
a boater education 
course are less likely to 
be involved in a boating 
accident, Campbell said.
